Wind  hurls  newlyweds  out 
of  trailer  near  Wrightstown 


Wicked  storm  jolted  most  in

David  and  Joli  Vande  Hey  are  alive.  Shaken  and 
scraped,  but  alive.  And  their  parents  thank  God. 

The  newlyweds,  both  22,  who  live  in  a  mobile  home 
on  David’s  parents*  farm  near  Wrightstown.  turned  in 
Wednesday  night  thinking  the  worst  was  over,  said 
David’s  mother,  Marian  Vande  Hey. 

Suddenly  their  trailer  home  on  School  Road  near 
Wrightstown  was  ripped  open  and  they  were  hurtled 
through  the  air. 

David  was  tossed  about  100  feet  away,  landing 
against  a  tree.  Joli  recalls  landing  in  mud,  Mrs.  Vande 
Hey  said. 

The  couple  were  treated  at  St.  Vincent  Hospital  for 
cuts  and  bruises.  They  returned  home  at  around  5  a.m. 

“I’m  thankful  they’re  alive.  We  can  rebuild  a  home 
and  rebuild  a  ham,  but  we  can’t  build  a  life  that  is 
gone,’’  Marian  Vande  Hey  said. 

Six  people  were  treated  for  minor  storm-related 
injuries  and  released  from  St.  Vincent  Hospital  and 
St.  Mary’s  Hospital  Medical  Center. 

All  three  Green  Bay  hospitals  took  emergency  pre¬ 
cautions  w  hen  tornado  warnings  were  issued.  Patients 
were  moved  to  hallways  and  bathrooms  to  prevent 
injury  from  flying  glass.  Windows  were  covered  with 
blankets  and  sheets. 

■  Nine-year-old  Jenny  Deuster,  daughter  of  Amy 
Deuster,  1511  Beech  Tree  Drive,  became  frightened 
while  sleeping  in  an  upstairs  bedroom  of  the  family’s 
duplex,  police  said. 

She  asked  her  mother  whether  she  could  join  her 
downstairs.  Deuster  agreed,  and  moments  later  a  large 
tree  came  crashing  through  the  roof,  falling  on  the 
girl’s  bed  and  continuing  through  the  first  floor  of  the 
home.  Green  Bay  Police  Department  Capt.  Ed  Ba- 
sinski  said. 

Police,  who  arrived  at  the  scene  at  about  11  p.m. 
Wednesday,  found  the  bed  in  the  basement  with  the 
tree  resting  on  top,  Basinski  said.
